Task force will 
meet on who 
should run

ST. LOUIS o The St. Louis Public 
Schools Special Administrative Board 
chose parents, community leaders, a 
teachers union member and a St. Louis 
County resident for a task force to de- 
cide who should govern the district af- 
ter the current board expires. 

The first public meeting of this gov- 
ernance transition task force will be 
at 6:30 p.m. Nov. 6 at Vashon High 
School, 3035 Cass Avenue. 

A three-member administrative 
board has governed the district in place 
of the elected school board since the 
district lost accreditation in 2007.

WASHINGTON « A federal grand jury 
approved on Friday the first charges in 
the investigation into Russian involve- 
ment in the 2016 election led by special 
counsel Robert Mueller, according to 
sources briefed on the matter. 

The charges are sealed under orders 
from a federal judge. Plans were pre- 
pared Friday for anyone charged to be 


taken into custody as soon as Monday, 
the sources said. It is unclear what the 
charges are. 

A spokesman for the special coun- 
sel’s office declined to comment.

Pilot program added 
troopers so city police 
could work on crime

ST. LOUIS e The Missouri Highway 
Patrol is scaling back its hours in St. 
Louis while officials review the merit of 
a 90-day pilot program that had them 
policing some of the city’s interstates. 

Troopers began working portions of 
interstates 55 and 70 on July 9, with a 
goal of freeing up city police officers 
to patrol troubled neighborhoods. At 
times, troopers also backed up city po- 
lice officers on calls, and vice versa. 

In all, about two dozen troopers 
spent about 21 hours a day along the 
two interstates for 90 days. 

The program was part of a plan Gov. 
Eric Greitens said would help combat 
crime in “the most dangerous city in 
the United States of America.”
